There has been, up to the present lime or 
Vuticourer laland, a ptetty generally cou- 
oeived idea that the boat way lo rawunl pub- 
lio men was net to pay ihem. 'l'liore wan a 
kind ol transcendentalism in this philosophy 
which took wilh the lax pujer, because, poor 
man, ho thought it was economy and 3;ived 
the Treasury, ami so ho ootltined to gaie 
admiringly on the bubble which wont on ex- 
panding ami giving out its radiant colors 
until odc morning, to Ilia horror of the un- 
sophisticated, it burst. The under-paid pub- 
lis servant was found to have run otT with n 
great deal more money ihuu would have 
given him a very comfortable salary (or it 
number of years, ami which would bava been 
an inducement for men of talent to have ap- 
plied for the position. The country was 
young,', however, and calamities sit lightly cm 
youth, ho economy turned lrom I lie under- paid 
official and revelled at the night of an unpaid 
legislature. Here was n miblo object on 
which lo ga/.e — n body ol self-sacrificing 
men, working for nothing but the good i>J 
their fellows. They scorned the idea of ac- 
cepting filthy lucre I t the limo and trouble 
spent in the public service, or for even liquids- 
ling Ibe expenses of a contested election- 
Willing, in tact, to give everything and re- 
ceivc nothing — if weexe-cpt ili° buffets of iho 
public — they tenured liard an I made their 
task light because Ibey worked ■■on amort. 
How sad to Ibiuk that so delightful a picture 
should be dashed to iho ground ! How di«- 
appoinltng to Gud thai oven here— in this 
pure atmosphere ol Vancouver Island politics 
--men wore ba«« enough to love themselves 
belter than llieir constituents — wicked 
enough to desert their representative post lor 
a post of a more lucrative and supportable 
character — in:. I mercer, .ry r-nntyii in value 
money more than diguity. Here was a col- 
lapse of our grand unpaid theory. Men went 
Into tbe House charging the country joiiiing 
while tbey were members ; Lot making them 
pay excessively dear when ihev resigned. 
Landed proprietors — owners of immense do- 
mains — whose beau ideal of a representative 
body was a House of Lords, and who would 
have felt gravely insulted il any member ol 
the Assembly even hinted at the idea id pay- 
ing tlio country's representatives, were not 
above accepting a mote valuable perquisite 
in the shape of a paid magistracy without 
any work. Other members bad preceded such 
lion, gentlemen in the noble vocation 
of, if not office seeking, at leaul ollica accept- 
ing, and other member- lollowed, until 
through recent events, we are led to the dis- 
agreeable reflection that tbe Assembly is 
merely a kind ol ha fsway bouse on the r ad 
to officialdom— a sort ol Purgatory tor publi- 
cs! souls that am nut yel ripe for place, ll 
tbe members' ambition 1 dn,>» not he exactly ,n 
appointments, they probably are nut u verse- 
to turuing an honest penny by way of busi- 
ness, and Government patronage is a thing 
not to be despised. A< " in tbe same 
meadow the ox seeks th« h hi huge the dog 
the hare, and the stork the lizard," so in the 
same House the members have dillerent ob- 
jects of pursuit. All this relievos member- 
ehip ol that gratuitous self-immolation with 
wbicb it is sometimes charged. There ar- 
more ways of killing a dog; than hanging 
him, ami there are other modes of recompen- 
sing members than by paying them so much 
a day, For our part, however, we think t lie 
interests of economy would be much better 
subserved by Hie latter course. 

There are two principles laid down by 
material philosophy, which wo cannot well 
completely overthrow, however much we 
may be inclined in some instances to object 
lo them. The first ass. 'its that s.-lf-intarest 
is the mainspring ol all our n<- lions , and the 
second that utility is the test of their value. 
These aro essentially material propositions, 
but we believe they are very mIo I apply 
to politics throughout the world. II wo to k 
more piactical views - I human tin;. ire we 
would fall into fewer error-, and av id many 
great calamities. But t oj/ulw null deci/i — 
we like delusion and probably the moit 
popolar of our delusions is ati un ■ paid House 
We have commented upon Ihe subject be- 
fore, but recent occurrences give p,culuu 
lorco to our remarks. We do not 
mean to say that paying a bod man 
will make him a good one, but we do 
assert that the world's nxperh nee - against 
gratuitous services — first, that 111 y are not 
very carefully performed, and aeeond, that 
beiDg under no obligation ihere ia nothing to 
lorce tho laborer lo despatch. Independent, 
however, ol all Ibis — independent again of 
the fact, ilia' if our representative is a 
worthy one, we do turn an inju-tiei by re- 
ceiving his time and labor lot n, llniig— there 
is still a greater wrong perpetrnti I, and that 
is the disfranchising ol every ogriutillural dis- 
tricl on the Island. Where w tho agiicultt.'r- 
ist reproseniing to-day an agriciil'tiral com- 
munity, il wo except Dr. Tolmie! Wh . is 
the representative lor Salt Sptintr, Island ? — a 
lawyer, who would, although nn intelligent 
man, be very much puzzled to tell the diff. i- 
enca between beet and matiircl-wurUcI ! 
Who repreacot the tanning iuteresis ol the 
"Victoria district ?— a couple ol educated doc- 
tors, whose ideas of a turnip are probably do 
rived from Ihe ohapo of a pill Vanaimo, 
8aenich, Lake, Sooke, Mctehosin, where are 
(heir agricultural or mineral repieMentatives ?
